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7. CONGRESSMAN LES ASPIN, WRITING IN CHRISTIAN SCIENCE 
MONITOR, SAID WITHOUT SALT TWO AGREEMENT, IT WOULD TAKE 
20 BILLION DOLLARS FOR U.S. TO LAUNCH NEW WEAPONS PRO- 
GRAMS TO ACHIEVE SAME RELATIVE POSITION WITH USSR THAT 
SALT TWO NUMBERS ALREADY GIVE U.S. FOR FREE. "IF AMERI- 
CANS REJECT TREATY AND RESUME NUMBERS RACE, THEY ARE 
ENTERING RACE IN WHICH THEY ARE TRADITIONALLY BEHIND - 
SURELY VERY CURIOUS ROUTE TO CHOOSE," HE ASSERTED. 

8. WASHINGTON POST WRITER STEPHEN S. ROSENFELD, IN OP-ED 
PAGE PIECE ENTITLED "ARMS CONTROL - YOU DON’T HAVE TO 
TRUST RUSSIANS." SAID IF RECENT REPORTS OF VERIFICATION 
AND COMPLIANCE ARE GUIDE, "ADMINISTRATION IS ON BALL.

THAT SOVIET PENETRATION IN HORN OF AFRICA INDICATED 
KREMLIN HAD LITTLE INTEREST IN INTERNATIONAL MILITARY 
STABILITY." CORDDRY SAID. "MR. BROWN REPLIED THAT SALT
